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LIMIT THIRTY 
DUCKS A DAY 


Ottawa, July 9.—Important chang- 
es are involved in new regulations 
under the Migratory Birds convention 
act, which regulations were issued to- 
day. Daily bag limits are imposed 
in all provinces and there are new 
restrictions with regard to protection 
of the birds imposed throughout all 
Canada. 

In Manitoba the open season for 
ducks is September 1 to December 14, 
both dates inclusive, and the bag lim- 
it is twenty ducks on any one day to 
October 1 and forty thereafter in the 
aggregate of all kinds. Ten geese are 
allowed per day, 15 brant and 25 ag- 
gregate of rails, coots and galinules. 
Plovers and yellowlegs are limited to 
15; snipe, 25; woodcock, 10; doves, 
25. The season’s duck limit is 250. 

Saskatchewan—Limits are 50 ducks, 
geese or brant, with the smaller birds 
the same as Manitoba. The season's 
limit is 250 birds, including ducks, 
geese or brant. 

Alberta sportsmen may take 30 
ducks daily, 15 geese, 15 brant. The 
season's duck limit is 200. 

British Columbia's. imit is 20 ducks 
per day, 10 geese and 15 brant. The 
duck Hmit is 250 and geese §0.

Many Liberal papers, while saying un- 
pleasant things about the Unionist 
party and even about the political 
work done by Mr. Meighen in connec- 
tion therewith, agree that he is a 
worthy, deserving man, with a genius 
for hard work, and a reputation for 
personal probity that few men car 
claim in public life. 

This unanimity of opinion concern- 
ing the personality and leadership 
qualifications of the new leader must 


be gratifying to him and heartening’ 


to the National party of which he 
has been made the head. It augurs 
well for the future of the party when 
the new man in the léad is admitted 
by friend and foe alike to be in every 
way superior. If Mr. Meighen lives 
up to these advance notices there is 
every probability that he will be 
premier of Canada for a good many 
years to come. Should he be all 
that the critics have said of him he is 
the man the Canadian people have 
been looking for.

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BIG DROP IN TIMBER 


There has at last come a change 
over the market, says a Vancouver 
exchange, so far as logs are concern- 
ed. In plain language the bottom has 


dropped out of it and logs are now 
going begging. Not so many weeks 
ago cedar logs were quoted as_ high 
as $40 a thousand feet. Today the 
same logs can be obtained at as low 
as $20, and.in one instance it was 
stated that one of the most promi- 
nent sawmill men in the province 
made a big sale at $15. 

It was inconceivable that the prices 
of logs could remain in the clouds, 
with the country almost ready for big 
deliveries of lumber and shingles. A 
few weeks ago, the loggers were ask- 
ed to reduce. But economic conditions 
took control, and today, logs are 
being quoted at almost the price they 
were a year ago. It looks like the 
beginning of the end of the inflated 
prices, and it now only remains for 
the demand to become moré pro- 
nounced and more stable to bring 
market conditions back to what they 
should be from the point of view of 
orders. 

Not a few of the sawmill operators 
are marking time to see what is to be 
the outcome of the present condition 
of affairs. Few, if any of them, have 
being doing much of late. Some of 
them have been talking a closedown 
for an indefinite period, but with the 


rosy reports from the prairies on the 
crop conditions, and the urgent neces- 
sity that exists for more houses all 
over the country, it is felt that be- 
fore many weeks have passed, the de- 
mand will be much greater than it is 
now, or has been for some months. 

As a matter of fact, there is, as one 
of. the operators expressed it, no log 
market today. Lumber manufacturers 
are buying where they can get the 
logs and that is almost anywhere, 
and, for the first time for many years, 
the lumberman practically is in the 
position of being able to say he will 
pay so much and no more. Just how 
long that will last remains to be seen. 
Once the real process of building con- 
struction starts throughout Canada 
and the United States, it is more 
than probable that there will be -a 
different story to tell, but, meanwhile, 
logs have dropped and it would not 
be surprising if they continued to drop 
in price for at least the next thirty 
days. 

The consumer need not think for a 
moment that this means tremendous 
reduction in the price of lumber. 
Prices have already fallen off, but 
there is stil! a considerable difference 
between the figures of today and 
those of eighteen months ago when 
more normal conditions prevailed, 
comparatively speaking. Eventually 
there may be some reductions, but 
nothing worth getting excited about. 
The ultimate result of all the fluctu- 
ations that have taken place and the 
vicissitudes through which the lum- 
ber market has passed, is going to be 
this—that lumber prices will be 
higher than they were in pre-war days 
and that these rates will be maintain- 
ed for the next five years.

NATION'S DEBT 


What Influx of 100,000 Farmers Would 
Mean In Actual Money. 


“If the Western Canada Coloniza- 
tion Association settles 20,000,000 
acres of idle arable land, it is prob- 
able that another 10,000,000 acres, 
suitable ‘only for pasturé, will be 
used for raising livestock. The value 
of such settlement will exceed the en- 
tire national. debt of the Dominion,” 
So said Mr. M. A, Brown, Provisional 
Chairman of the Western Canada Col- 
onization Association, in a recent in- 
terview. Mr. Brown, who is mayor of 
Medicine Hat, added: 

“In 1918, the farm production of 
Alberta, Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
was valued at $1,322,804,490, from 
some _30,397,416 acres under field 
crops and other lands suitable only 
for livestock. On the same basis, the 
idle acres which the = Association 
aims to bring into use have a potential 
value of $870,000,000 per annum. 

“Divided into 93,750 half-section 
farms, each of 320 acres, these lands 
would provide an opportunity for al- 
most 100,000 more farmers, and for a 
total of at least 400,000 immigrants, 
counting men, women and children. 

“Settlers from the United States 
have been bringing in $600 for every 
man, woman and child. The average 
for immigrants from the British Isles’ 
and elsewhere would be considgrably 
lower; even before the war British im- 
migrants averaged at least $100; the 
amount now would be much _ higher. 
The immigrants sought by the associ- 
ation will be “hand-picked” and will 
be from the United States and _ the 
British Isles, principally. Their aver- 
age wealth may be placed conserva- 
tively at $300 each. This in itself 
means a total initial accession to na- 
tional wealth of something like $100,- 
000,000. : 

“Such an influx of agricultural set- 
tlers would be accompanied by heavy 
immigration of artisgns and other 
non-agriculturists, with wealth of 
probably $50,000,000 more. 

“The annual gross income per farm 
in Western Canada is now close to 
$4,500, including the value of  pro- 
ducts consumed by the farmers them- 
Allowing for a possible de- 
crease in prices, the annual gross in- 
come per farm may safely be placed 
at not less than $3,500 for many 
years to come. Of this amount at 
least $1,500 is expended annually in 
purchases of goods, largely in local 
stores. One thousand dollars repre- 
esents the value of products of the 
farm consumed by the farmer and his 
household, expenditures on  vaca- 
tions, etc., taxes and payments for 
personal services. 

“Most of the remaining $1,000 is 
saved or ‘invested. If the farm, 
equipment or livestock be mortgaged, 
or if money is owing otherwise on 
loan, part’ of the inconfe may be ex- 
pended as interest, or in reduction of 
the principal amount of such mort- 
gage or loan. But even such _pay- 
ments mean, for the most part, an 
addition to national wealth. Depre- 
ciation of machinery will be offset 
largely, if not entirely, by the pur- 
chase of new equipments or by farm 
betterments. 

“At a conservative estimate, $1,000 
probably would represent the average 
net production per farm, after deduct- 
ing from the gross income expenditur- 
es of all kinds except those properly 
chargeable to capital account. Then, 
too, of the $1,500 or more expended for 
goods, probably $200 would be saved 
by the producers, merchants or trans- 
portation interests, and would go to 
increase the total national capital. 
In this way each farm would contri- 
bute $1,200 every year to increase 
the national wealth of the Dominion. 

“For all the 93,750 new farms, the 
increase would amount to $112,500,000. 
But this would be the gain from the 
project in a single year. Canada 
would, in effect, receive from the set- 
tlement of these idle acres a perpetual 
increase in national wealth of $112,- 
500,000. The present value of such 
perpetuity, reckoned at 6-per cent., is 
no less than $1,875,000,000. 

“The $1,500 or more expended by 
each farm household annually for 
goods would be distributed among 
retailers, wholesalers, bankers and 
manufacturers. Ultimately, much of 
it would go to the workers. It would 
provide more employment and_at- 
tract new capital to supply the addi- 
tional wants. 

“A recent survey among its sub- 
scribers, made by one of the largest 
farm papers in Western Canada, 
showed that 50 per cent. of the 
farmers carried life insurance; 46.3 
per cent. had telephones; 47.2 per 
cent..owned automobiles; 36 per cent. 
had gasoline engines; 34 per cent. had 
pianos; 30 per cent. owned threshing 
outfits; 30 per cent. had talking ma- 
chines; 20.4 percert. owned tractors. 
These figures indicate the tremendous 
demand for goods and services which 
would result from the successful uti- 
lization of nearly 100,000 new farms. 
That demand would mean increased 
prosperity for every interest in the 
Dominion. . 

“The settlers and their families 
would spend at least $140,750,000 an- 
nually, principally for manufactured 
goods. To meet this demand, not 
less than $125,000,000 would 
needed for industrial

elsewhere, and it would be safe 
count on an accession of at 
$75,000,000 in this way. 

“The problem of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways would be solved. The 
average settler in Western Canada 
means $763 per year in railroad earn- 
ings on freight and passenger busi- 
ness. From the 93,750 farms _ there 
would come a yearly icrease of $71,- 
531,250 in the gross income 
railroads. 

“In addition to the items of in- 
crease in national wealth already 
enumerated, there would be the hind-

“In comparison, Canada’s gross na- 
tienal debt is less than $3,100,000,0u0, 
and the net debt about $2,000 009.000. 

“Utilization of the idle lands of 
Western Canada in its value to 
Canada not only would offset the en- 
tire net debt of the Dominion but would 
leave a surplus of niore than half a 
billion dollars for development of the 
Dominion’s natural resources.”

AT SYLVAN LAKE 


Sylvan Lake, Alta., June 5.—The 
Saturday morning programme opened 
with the second of Rev. G. A. Clarke’s 
Bible studies on the Life of Christ.

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ON, ARTHUR MEIGHEN 
GANADA'S PREMIER 


Entrusted to Form. Government and 
Head New Liberal-Conservative Party 


Ottawa, Ont., July 8.—The long. and- 
excitiig contest for the succession to 
the ;cemiership was finally settled 
at te. thirty o'clock tonight, when 
Hor Arthur Meighen was_ recom- 
mended to his excellency by Sir 
Robert Borden as a fit and proper 
person to form a government. On 
Saturday, Sir Robert and _ his col- 
leagues will formally resign, and the 
new prime minister will undertake 
the task of forming a government. 
The official assurance is given that 
“He has the undivided support of his 
colleagues who remain in the govern- 
ment.” This includes all the mem- 
bers of the present cabinet with the 
exception of Hon. N. W. Rowell, who 
resig:s to return to his private prac- 
tice, and of Hon. Martin Burrell, who 
becomes librarian of parliament, a 
position carrying with it a salary of 
six thousand dollars a year. There 
may ¥e further resignations later on. 


BORDEN’S STATEMENT. 

The announcement was made by 
Sir Robert Borden on his return from 
government house, and he seemed to 
have thrown a great burden from his 
shoulders and to have more of the 
human touch than for many a day. 

The statement which Sir Robert 
handed out at the request of his ex- 
cellency, and as coming from him, 
was as follows: * : 

“The formal resignation of Sir 
Robert Borden will be tendered to his 
excellency the govérnor-general on 
Saturday next, the tenth instant, and 
be accepted by his excellency with 
great regret. His excellency has en- 
trusted to Hon. Arthur Meighen, min- 
ister of the interior, the formation of 
a new administration, and Mr. 
Meighen has undertaken that duty.” 

The announcement came as_ the 
culmination of an anxious ad excit- 
ing day, in which uncertainty prevail- 
ed in the public mind as td the outcome 
up to the end. The statement mad 
by ‘Sir Thomas White, in Toronto,-last 
night that he would not accept 
the premiership, though  definile 
enough in its phrasing, did not com- 
pletely convince, as was evident from 
the fact that a member of the cabi- 
net offered to make a small wager 
that afternoon that Sir Thomas would, 
eventually, accept. However when 
Sir Thomas walked out of the council 
meeting at four fifteen this afternoon, 
smiling like a man without a care in 
the world, and left the remainder of 
the council inside still threshing the 
matter out, it became apparent to 
those who conversed with him that 
he had eliminated himself. 

Soon after Sir Thomas’ appearance, 
Sir Robert Borden came out = and 
stated that no decision had _ been 
reached, but an announcement would 
be given out at 8 o'clock. The an- 
nouncement was later on postponed 
till 10:30, but by this time it had 
become definitely known that Mr. 
Meighen would accept. 

RESIGNATIONS FOLLOW 


It will probably be some time next 
week before the final personnel of 
Hon. Mr. Meighen’s government is 
announced. Mr. Rowell’s place may 
not be filled at present, asthe cabinet 
is overly large for a peace basis and 
Ontariéd is amply represented. As 
for a successor to Mr. Burrell, the 
promise has already been made _ to 
British Columbia that it shall have 
another minister and the impression 
is that the vacancy wil be offered to 
Harry Stevens, of Vancouver, who is 
regarded as ah active and able man, 
and fully competent to,administer the 
portfolio of customs and inland reven- 
ue, which Mr. Burrell will vacate. This, 
however, as Sir Robert smilingly re- 
marked, tonight, is a matter for the 
new premier to settle. In Hon. S. F. 
Tolmie, the province of British Col- 
umbia has an efficient representative 
in the meantime. ‘ 

GRATIFYING TO WEST. 

There will be wide satisfaction, par- 
ticularly in the west, over the selec- 
tion of Mr. Meighen to.carry on the 
fortunes of the newly constituted par- 
ty. For the first time in the history 
of Canada a premier is chosen from 
the west of the Great Lakes. There 
is no doubt that Sir Robert Borden 
was anxious that Sir Thomas White 
should be his successor, and if he

MEIGHEN A WORK-HORSE

A YOUNG LEADER 


Hon. Arthur Meighen comes to the 
office of prime minister of Canada, 
and to the leadership of the new Na- 
tional Liberal and Conservative party 
at the age of 44 years. He is two 
years younger thah Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King, who, as leader of 
the official opposition, will face him 
across the floor of the house of com- 
mons, and a day older than Hon. T. 
A. Crerar, the leader of the national 
Progressive or Farmers’ group, in the 
representative chamber. Mr. Meighen 
succeeds to the premiership at an 
earlier age than either of his prede- 
cessors. Sir Wilfrid Laurier became 
leader of the Liberal opposition in 
the house of commons at 46, and 
prime minister at 55. Sir Robert 
Borden was 47 when he succeeded Sir 
Charles Tupper as the leader of the 
Conservative opposition in parliament 
and 57 when he became prime min- 
ister of Canada, 


SUCCESSFUL PARLIAMENTARIAN 


The new prime minister has had a 
comparatively short, but very suc. 
cessful career in parliament. He 
was elected to the house of commons 
in 1908, in Portage la Prairie, Mani- 
toba, where, by the way, Hon. T. A. 
Crerar received his early education. 
Mr. Meighen soon attained a promi- 
nent place in the opposition in the 
commons. He was an incisive and 
vigorous speaker and he became a val- 
ued member of a fighting opposition. 
He played a prominent part in the 
parliamentary struggles of the event- 
ful parliament which opene’ in Janu- 
ary, 1909, and ended in July of 1911, 
and which culm'~cielt in the fight 
over the Ficiding-Taft  raciprocity 
"agreement.

Mr. Meichen was re-elected in 1911 


when his leader, Sir Robart Borden, 
Jand the Conservative party were re- 
turned to power. The young member 
for Portugese }a Prairie wa; not a 
member of the original Borden cabi- 
net. He soon proved him-elf to he 
of cabinet rank. howaver, and in June- 
1913. was selected for the office .of 
solicitor-genoral.

He played an important part on 
Sir Robert Borden’s Naval bill in the 
parliament of 1914, and to the 
amendments to the rules of the house 
of commons, introducing the closure. 
He was sworn as a member of the 
privy council on .the last day of 
September, 1915, became secretary of 
state in August, 1917, and minister of

Meighen was prominent in the debates 
of the eventful session of parliament 
of 1917, which saw the-enactment of 
the Military Service Act, introducing 
compulsory military service in Cana- 
|e He was closely asociated with 
Sir Robert Borden in the negotiations 
which resulted in the formation of 
the Union government in the same 
year. 

He has, because of his fine legal 
attainments and keen debating abil- 
ity, been the government’s chief 
spokesman in support of many im- 
portant measures during the past nine 
years. In the negotiations whtch 
terminated in the agreements looking 
to the acquisition of the Canadian 
Northern, and, later, of the Grand 
Trunk railway system, Mr. Meighen 
had a large share. He was also call- 
ed upon to assume the greater por- 
tion of the responsibility for piloting 
through parliament the legislation to 
ratify those agreements. He has 
the advantage at the beginning of his 
career as a party leader of youth and 
energy amounting to aggressiveness, 
and of legal knowledge and ability, 
and of forensic powers of a_ high 
order. >
